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To  THE  Members  of  the  Coukcii., 

Gentlemen, 

In  1Q07,  285  deaths  were  registered  in  the  District. 
ThirD’-eight  of  these  were  deaths  of  non-residents  which 
occurred  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  Town,  namely,  the 
Workhouse  and  the  Ladj^  I^den  Hospital.  Two  deaths  of 
residents  took  place  outside  the  Town  in  Public  Institutions, 
the  Count)'  Asylum  and  Durham  Hospital.  The  nett  deaths 
at  all  ages  therefore  which  have  to  be  considered  in  calculating 
averages  number  249. 

The  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1907,  is  12,969, 
and  the  death  rate  per  1,000  per  annum  is  ip’i,  which  is 
practically  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  and  fractionally 
more  than  the  average  since  1900. 

Sixty- nine  children  under  one  year  of  age  died,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  Local  Government  Board’s  directions, 
these  deaths  have  been  carefully  analysed.  The  most 
frequent  causes  of  the  Infantile  Mortality  are  Wasting 
Disea«;ps,  such  as  Atrophy.  Debility  and  Marasmus,  and 
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Bronchitis,  Nine  deaths  are  due  to  premature  Birth,  4 to 
Measles,  and  8 to  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  In  consequence 
of  the  low  temperatures  which  prevailed  during  the  year,  the 
Diarrhceal  Diseases  have  been  less  than  usual,  but  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  deaths  from  Bronchitis,  which  is  probably 
due  to  the  same  cause.  The  figures  relating  to  the  various 
causes  of  death  are  fully  set  out  in  Table  V at  the  end  of  this 
Report. 

During  the  year,  special  attention  has  been  directed  to 
the  high  Infant  Mortality  in  the  County  of  Durham.  A 
Report  by  Dr.  Eustace  Hill,  which  has  been  sent  to  all  the 
Health  Authorities  of  the  County,  was  discus.sed  at  a Special 
Meeting  of  the  Urban  Council,  and  it  was  decided  to  consider 
carefully  any  suggestions  Dr.  Hill  ma}''  make  for  combined 
action  to  bring  about  a reduction  of  the  Mortality.  Our 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1907  was  172.  which  is  above  our 
average  for  the  last  10  years,  and  is  above  the  average  for  the 
County.  This  has  been  caused  by  the  large  number  of  deaths 
from  Bronchitis  (13),  Premature  Birth  (9),  Measles  (4),  and 
Whooping  Cough  (3).  It  has  not  been  due  to  any  new  or 
specially  insanitary  conditions  of  the  district.  Year  after  year 
the  main  causes  of  high  Infant  Mortality  in  this  district  are 
improper  feeding,  want  of  domestic  care  and  cleanliness, 
and  insanitary  privies,  ashpits  and  yards,  and  the  remedies 
are  those  which  naturally  suggest  themselves— instruction 
in  the  homes  to  mothers,  and  in  the  schools  to  children,  in 
the  hygiene  of  domestic  life;  and  continued  watchfulness 
on  the  part  of  the  authorities  to  keep  the  surroundings  of 
dwelling-houses  as  healthy  as  possible.

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Had  it  not  been  for  the  large  number  of  deaths  from 
Measles  the  Mortality  from  the  Zymotic  diseases  would  have 
been  very  low.  The  death-rate  is  2-5,  which  is  above  the 
County  average  for  the  year.  The  deaths  from  Diarrhoeal 
diseases  (9)  are  below  our  average.  The  deaths  from 
Consumption  (Phthisis)  were  16,  and  from  other  Tuberculous 
diseases  22.  The  death  rates  are  r23  and  1-69  respectively, 
both  above  the  County  average  for  the  year.  Whooping  Cough 
was  somewhat  prevalent,  but  never  epidemic,  and  the  fatal 
cases  were  4 in  number.  One  death  was  due  to  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  I to  Membranous  Croup.  There  were  33  deaths  from 
Bronchitis,  and  7 from  Pneumonia.  Thirteen  of  the  fatal 
cases  of  Bronchitis  were  children  under  i year  of  age.  There 
were  8 deaths  from  Cancer.  Fifteen  deaths  were  caused  by 
various  forms  of  Heart  disease,  considerabh'  fewer  than  our 
average.  There  were  10  deaths  from  Epidemic  Influenza,  which 
was  rather  prevalent  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  It  was 
chiefl}^  fatal  to  adults,  only  two  of  those  who  died  being 
under  25  years  of  age. 


MEASLES. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  latter  part  of 
September  and  October,  and  occasional  cases  have  occurred 
since,  but  not  in  an  epidemic  form.  On  the  first  of  October, 
the  attendances  at  the  Elernentarj’  Schools  were  so  affected 
that  they  were  closed,  on  the  usual  recommendation,  for  a 
fortnight,  and  at  the  expiration  cf  that  time,  there  were  still  so 
many  children  ill  or  absent  that  they  were  closed  for  a 
further  period  of  14  da3's.  Measles  had  been  verj'  prevalent 
in  districts  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bishop  Auckland  for 
some  weeks  before  any  cases  occurred  in  the  town.  As  the 
disease  is  not  notifiable,  I am  unable  to  give  details  of  the 
number  of  children  affected.  There  were,  however,  19  deaths 
due  direct!}'  or  indirectl}’  to  Measles.  Most  of  the  fatal  cases 
were  complicated  wfith  Bronchitis  or  Pneumonia.  In  small 
houses,  where  there  are  several  children,  it  is  quite  impossible 
b)  secine  anv  ade(|uate  isolation,  and  one  after  another 


susceptible  persons  are  attacked,  and  often  no  medical  aid 
is  sought  for  unless  the  disease  is  followed  by  some  compli- 
cation which  causes  alarm.  On  the  occurrence  of  another 
epidemic,  I think  it  would  be  well  to  issue  notices  calling  the 
attention  of  paients  to  the  seriousness  of  Measles,  and  to  the 
desirability  of  keeping  those  affected  strictly  to  bed.  There 
is  a tendency  to  look  on  Measles  as  a harmle.ss,  necessary 
event  in  the  life  of  a child,  and  to  ignore  the  heavy  mortality 
which  accompanies  many  epidemics. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Only  48  notifications  of  lafectious  Diseases  were  received 
during  the  year.  In  the  two  previous  years  they  were 
respectively  82  and  132.  They  were  as  follows

None  of  these  di.seases  ever  became  epidemic.  Amongst 
the  16  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  there  was 
only  one  fatality.  Erysipelas  should  be  excluded  from  the 
li.st  of  notifiable  diseases.  Since  the  act  has  been  in  force, 
although  large  numbers  of  cases  are  reported,  there  has  been 
no  in.stance  of  the  infection  spreading  in  a house.  The  ca.ses 
of  Scarlet  Fever  were  few  (8).  There  was  i death,  the  first 
which  has  occurred  from  this  disease  for  some  years.  It  is 
rarel}'’  fatal  if  ordinary  care  is  taken  with  the  nursing.  Many 
slight  cases  are  probably  unnoticed.  The  cases  of  Typhoid 
were  the  fewest  of  which  I have  any  record.  Seven  only  were 
notified,  and  all  but  one  were  treated  in  the  Infectious  Hos- 
pital. The  same  absence  of  the  disease  was  noticed  over  the 
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whole  county,  unci  was  most  likely  mainly  due  to  the  climatic 
conditions  being  unfavourable  to  the  T3;phoid  Bacillus.  1 he 
Diarrhoeal  diseases,  which  are  influenced  b)’  the  same 
conditions  as  Typhoid,  were  also  much  below  the  average. 

In  all  cases  notified,  except  Erysipelas,  disinfection  has 
been  carefully  carried  out.  Ashpits,  privies,  and  the  ground 
about  them,  which  may  have  become  infected,  have  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  treated  with  disinfectants.  But 
however  S5’stematicall3'  this  is  done,  priv}' ashpits  will  always 
be  a source  of  danger,  especially  when  the  weather  is  favour- 
able to  intestinal  disorders. 

THE  INFECTIOUS  HOSPITAL. 

Twelve  cases  were  treated  at  the  Infectious  Hospital, 
with  one  death.  The}’-  were  as  follows  : —

I think  the  utility  of  taking  Scarlet  B'ev^er  patients  into 
the  Hospital  is  doubtful.  The  experience  of  most  large 
towns  is  that  Isolation  Hospitals  have  done  little  or  nothing 
to  reduce  the  number  of  cases.  And  however  slight  the 
attack,  the  patient  has  to  be  kept  till  all  peeling  of  the  skin 
has  ceased,  generally  a matter  of  several  weeks.  In  the 
event  of  an  epidemic,  the  number  of  beds  at  the  Hospital 
would  be  quite  inadequate  for  the  isolation  of  cases. 

The  Matron  of  the  Hospital  has  been  seriously  ill  during 
the  3’ear,  but  I am  glad  to  say  has  now  recovered,  and  is 
superintending  the  work. 

A very  excellent  Horse  Ambulance  lor  the  removal  of 
patients  has  been  procured  by  the  Council,  and  is  now  in  use. 
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BiRTHS. 


The  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  400, 
a slight  decrease  on  the  previous  year.  The  Birth-rate  is 
30‘8  per  i.ooo  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  County  is'  34'S, 
and  our  average  for  the  last  10  years  is  3213.  Amongst  the 
working  classes  the  birth-rate  is  well  maintained,  but  amongst 
those  who  are  in  better  circumstances  there  is  a steady 
decline.  The  cause  is  well  known,  and  is  noticeable  all  over 
England,  and  indeed  in  all  civilized  countries,  except  amongst 
Roman  Catholics,  who  do  not  usually  practise  the  prevention 
of  conception. 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  quite  ample  during  the 
whole  of  the  3'ear.  Large  quantities  have  been  used  for 
street  purposes  and  for  flushing  the  sewers.  During  the 
driest  season  there  has  never  been  aiu'  limitation  for 
domestic  or  other  purposes.  A Chemical  Analysis,  made  by 
Messrs.  Patterson,  was  favourable  as  to  its  quality  for  dietetic 
purposes.  A third  Filter  Bed  has  been  constructed,  and 
there  is  now  ample  provision  for  continuous  filtration,  while 
the  Beds  are  cleaned  in  rotation. 

SCAYESGINGy  ASHPITS^  Etc, 

The  Scavenging  of  the  Streets  has  been  satisfactory. 
Privies  and  Ashpits  when  emptied  have  been  regularly 
disinfected.  The  Council  is  proceeding  with  the  making  of 
Back  Streets  where  necessary.  This  is  of  special  importance 
where  there  are  Privies  or  Privy  Ashpits  to  empt5^  It  is 
impossible  to  prevent  the  soil  becoming  contaminated  during 
the  process  unless  the  street  is  made.  I have  again  to  draw 
attention  to  the  practice  of  many  householders  throwing 
kitchen  and  other  refuse  into  the  streets.  It  becomes  very 
offensive  in  warm  and  wet  weather,  and  is  dangerous  to  the 
public  health.  A few  prosecutions  would  probably  have 
some  effect  in  stopping  the  nuisance.  I do  not  think  the 
issue  of  Notices  of  Prohibition  would  be  of  much  use.  The 
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Council  did  this  in  the  case  of  firing  chimneys,  but  the 
offensive  and  dangerous  custom  is  as  prevalent  as  before. 
The  following  is  a list  of  streets  which  have  been  paved, 
drained,  flagged;  kerbed,  channelled,  and  macadamized, 
under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892,  during  the  year  : — 
William  Street ; Wood  Street,  through  to  George  Street  ; 
Back  George  Street,  East ; Back  Southgate  Street  and  South 
Terrace;  Back  Waldron  Street  and  Edward  Street;  Back 
Clarence  Street,  blorth  ; Back  Eindsay  Street  and  Ladysmith 
Street ; Eindsa}'  Street  ; Back  Ladysmith  Street.  North ; 
Back  Cockton  Hill  Road,  West,  from  Bowser  Street  to 
Caroline  Street.  Several  other  Streets  will  shortly  be 
proceeded  with. 

Sixty-three  New  Houses  have  been  erected  during  the 
year,  all  of  which  are  occupied. 

COW  SHEDS, 

The  Cow  Sheds  in  the  Urban  District  are  in  good 
condition  and  kept  clean.  The  greater  portion  of  our  milk 
supply  comes  however  from  outside  the  town  So  far  as  I 
know  the  quality  of  the  milk  is  good,  and  I have  had  no 
reason  to  attribute  any  di.sease  to  it. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  are  in  good  sanitary  condition 
and  have  been  kept  clean. 


IMSAMITARV  PROPERTY, 

1 hirty-six  letters  have  been  written  to  various  owners 
to  abate  nuisances,  which  have  been  effective  without  further 
proceedings.  Thirty-four  formal  notices  have  been  served 
by  order  of  the  Authority  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and 
twenty- eight  nui.sa!ices  have  been  abated  in  consequence. 
In  twenty  instances  Ash  Closets  have  been  substituted  for 
lri\y  Ashpits,  and  in  thirteen  instances  tubs  have  been 
provided  in  place  of  Ashpits. 
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Under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes’  Act,  1890, 
one  dwelling-house  has  l)een  made  habitable  after  formal 
notice.  Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  to 
eight  houses  at  Blue  Row,  and  some  are  in  progress. 


LIMVHOLESOME  FOOD, 

Forty-eight  Rabbits  were  seized  and  destroyed  as  being 
unfit  for  food. 

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Twenty-three  houses  were  disinfected  after  Infectious 
Disease,  and  two  lots  of  Infectious  Bedding  were  dealt  with. 

FACTORY  and  WORKSHOPS^  ACT,  1901. 

Fifty  inspections  under  this  Act  have  been  made  durirg 
the  year,  and  thirteen  New  Workshops  were  added  to  the 
Register. 

One  notice  has  been  served  tf>  abate  over-crowding,  and 
one  Insanitary  Water  Closet  was  put  in  order.  At  the  time 
of  inspection,  the  Workshops  were  in  a healthy  and  clean 
condition.
